Calhoun, the candidate ( 
whom I preferred to all, had withdrawn , 
from the contest. I ga»e Mr. Adams a ‘ 
preference over General Jackson, not be¬ 
cause I was insensible ol the great servi- ( 
ces, unbending integrity und firmness, or ( 
the strong natural powers of the latter; still 
less because I did not fuily appreciate the 
value of the elevated, noble and patriotic 
sentiments contained in his letter to Mr. 
Monroe on the formation of his cabinet; 
hut simply because I supposed the course 
of Mr. Adams’ life had made him a more 
learned and accomplished statesman. 

Knowing that many ol the highly res¬ 
pectable citizens, through wlto*e favoura¬ 
ble opinion my name was announced as a 
candidate, preferred Mr. Adams, and be¬ 
lieving that they would naturally suppose, 
from my own preference ol him at the late 
presidential election, that he still continued 
to be the object of my choice, I deemed it 
to be my duly to acquaint them distinctly 
with iny feelings anil views in relation to 
the next presidential election, and lo in¬ 
form them, that 1 considered no pledge ol 
support, giveo under different impressions, 
as binding.

contest—or, having, as I think, good grounds 
to believe, that they constitute a majority 
of the district, may conclude to bring ano¬ 
ther Candidate into the field—With re¬ 
gard to you two gentlemen, it would be 
peculiarly unpleasant to me, if,I should not 
be able to vote for either on the occasion, 
without departing r roin that political con¬ 
sistency which ought to mark the comluct 
of every independent voter. 

I think you will agree with me, that it 
were vain at this time of day to expect, 
that the political affairs of this great coun¬ 
try could be carried on to any considerable 
length of lime without giving rise to party 
division, as a natural consequence of free¬ 
dom of opinion—and, that in fact it is not 
desirable it should he otherwise. Party 
feeling, within due bounds is no doubt 
salutary, and therefore to a certain degree 
necessary, as well as inevitable. Its lia¬ 
bility to exceed the proper merits and lim¬ 
its is a condition of our nature, like unto 
(hat which accompanies many of our bles¬ 
sing*, and even that of Liberty itself. Con- 
sidering then the question whether we can 
do, or even indeed should wish, to do 
without Party, as no longer open to dis¬ 
cussion, but rather as one determined in 
the negative by general opinion and uni¬ 
versal practice—it only remains for us to 
keep the feeling within proper bounds, 
that we may derive from it the greatest 
degree of good with the least possible alloy. 

Having come to this conclusion, I feel it 
incumbent on me as a citizen, to adhere to 
that party in our public affairs, whose gener¬ 
al character for virtue,patriotism &. talent, 
1 can most respect, and whose general po¬ 
litical prjnciples may seem to me best a- 
dapted to the interests of the country—not 
that it is to be expected that any honest 
[ mao, thinking for himself, shall be able 
j always to approve the measures and con¬ 
duct of any party whatever—but, bav¬ 


in his power to protno'e my election, under 
the thorough conviction that I, ike hiin- 
selT, warmly supported Mr. Adams as j 
second choice ;” and that he ‘finds it a g- n- 
erally prevailing opinion that the candi¬ 
dates should openly declare their opinion 
oo the subject,’ (referring to the contest 
between General Jackson and Mr. Ad¬ 
ams.) Although some person*, who look 
to names mure than things, have said that 1 
was a man of no decided opinions, becuuse 
I have lor several years past declared, that 
I considered tbe contest between Federal¬ 
ists and Democrats, as opposing parties, at 
an end, or ought to be at an end, since the 
I causes of difference and opposition, in 


unfortunately devolve up>o the House 
of Representatives, my vote would not de¬ 
pend upon iny personal predilection. Ac¬ 
cording to my principle, as often stated to 
you in conversation, and contained in the 
resolutions respecting tbe presidential e- 
lection introduced by me into our Legisla- 
' ture and adopted almost unanimously by 
1 them, I should not consider the vote I had 
to give mine, but that of the District. 
which I should represent, and feel myself 
bound by the highest political obligation to 
carry into effect as far as depended on me, 
the will of tny constituents, by voting for 
the candidate, who should appear from the 
previous electoral election to hare beeo 
their choice. 

As the preference, which l felt for Mr 
Adams, before his election by the House of 
Representatives, no longer continues I feel 
it due to mvnelf, tny trends, and the pub¬ 
lic, in justification of the step, which I may 
be compelled to take by those, who requite 
ol me, more than consistently with truth, 
or with the view 1 take of mv duty, I can 
accede lo, a« well (o prevent a misappre¬ 
hension of my motives for that step, to as¬ 
sign concisely but explicitly, (though I do 
it reluctantly and *olely from the neces-i- 
ty of self-defence) my reasons why that 
preference no longer continues. 

You are fully apprised of the course 1 
pursued in the late presidential election, 
- and the principles wninli governed me.— 
t After Mr. Calhoun had retired, Mr. Ad-

and I did no! think it worth while to dis- o 
tract the community by quarrelling about * 
the ghosts and shadows of names, winch, < 
as relates to the Geoeral Government at I 
least, have no longer any meaning; I do i 
not recollect to have hesitated for a tno- i 
mem on proper occasions to express de¬ 
cided and positive opinions of public, men 
and measures , whatever bearing it might 
have. On the present occasion, when the 
public have a real i.iteicst in knowing o 
pinions, I deem perfect candour a duty 
paramount to all others: and you shall 
judge whether I have decision and disin¬ 
terestedness when I obey its dictates, 
though perfectly aware, that it will proba¬ 
bly not onlv deprive me of your support, 
but also of a sufficient number of others to 
defeat my election, either by the withhold¬ 
ing of their votes or ao agreement to sup¬ 
port another candidate. 

The election of the next president has, 
recently and since I became a candidate, 
when the question had yet excited but lit¬ 
tle attention, become, io consequence of 
the events of the last session of Congress, 
an object of great interest, and probably, 
as the day of election approaches, will he, 
instead of character aod qualification, the 
hinge upon which the election may turn. 
This ia not surprising, a* it will become 
the duty of (he members of Congress, who 
shall be elected next October, to choo-e 
our next President, if, uufoitunatcly, that 
choice should devolve on Ibe house of Re¬ 
presentatives. I deem the duly of being 
perfectly candid, the more imperative, be¬ 
cause I know that many of Mr. Adams’ 
i warmest friends in the district, who have 
tendered their support, may be under 
wrong impression* respecting my opinions, 


of so decided and warm a character, ns that 
which you gave. The great and leading 
object with me, wa*. that the choice should 
be made freely and fairly by the people, 
unbiassed by caucus , intngiie or manage¬ 
ment of any description- 1 deemed the 
preservation of this great principle of 
much more importance, than the person,! 
who should be the President oT the United 
Slates. Believing, ilia' both Mr. Adams 
and General Jacket.n, ond their friends, 
were governed by a sacred regard to this 
principle, i was perfectly disputed to acqui¬ 
esce in the election ol either; but still pre- 
fering in the degree above stated, the c- 
lection of Mr. Adams. 

The swine principle governed tne not 


der whatever shape nr name, exactly io the 
same proportion t»t‘l our government cease 
to be really Republican, and tend to cor¬ 
ruption and monarchy. The adoption of 
(he amendment to the Constitution neces¬ 
sary to ar'e-t this tendency, has, I am sot- 
ry to <ay, been defeated,—and what I still 
more regret, has been defeated by tbe op¬ 
position or the want of soppoct on the part t 
of the administration and its frlenda who 
were bound, uot only by principle, but by 
distinct pledges given the people, pending 
the presidential election, lo give it their 
cordial support. For it is well known (hat 
Mr. Ad m» was advocated explicitly on the 
ground tha he was favourable to the a- 
mcadnient,and, if elect'd, would give it 
his decided support, while it was stated by 
his friends as a decisive objection to one 
,'ftlie candidates, (I allude (r Mr. Craw* 
ford,) that he would be opposed lo the a- 
meniiment of Ihe Constitution, It will 
not be tiece*aary for me to cite proof, fur- 
tner than to refer to tbe Journals whtch 
supported Mr. Adams’ election, and the 
habitual declaration cf his friends;—But 
it would lie improper to omit Mr. Adams’ 
own de. laration. in bis answer to the com* 
mittee that waited on him after hi* election, 
in which, after alluding to the cirr.umstance 
of bis not being elected by a majority of
